PHILADELPHIA TRADITIONS

English Master of Paradox, In Appralsal
of American Cities, Sess New York
Suffer In Comparison With
Quaker City

HEN GILBERT K. CHESTERTON
came to this city to lecture three times
oonrly in 1921, nobody nsked him to i|r'|i|'| n
“Noost« Philadelphin'® elub and nobody ex=
peeted that he would, He eame hiere merely
ns a visiting Englishman whose attninments
nga writer and philosopher had raised him
fto the vers front rank of Dritish men of
Ietters, TlHis most noteworthy eharacteristic,
perhaps, was the faet that he specinlized
in paradoxes, but the remnrkable part of it
Was thit most of Lis paradoxes proved frae,
THis lectures at the rlollm-uc--ﬂlrnlfnrd andd
the socinl engagements which he mmde while
liere did not seem to leave him much time to
sty P'hiladelphin ax g ecity, but it is now
evident that the brillinnt brain of the man
wis ot work every moment of his stay,

HESTERTON =pent only a few months

"in the United States, but this was sof-
fielent time for him to gather materinl for
n hook of 207 pages, and this hook is pub-
lishegl today under the title, **What 1 saw in
Amerlea, "t

Cliestertan™s renction 1o ecgniditions in this
country b=, It ix nesdless to say, full of in-
torest throughout.
